The British House of Commons can- 
not have more than 670 members, but 
the number entitled to seats and votes 
in the House of Lords varies as old 
peerages become extinct or new ones 
ars created. The roll is increasing. 

A generation ago the “roll of the 
Lords spiritual and temporal” bore 
553 names, and that recently issued 
for the present session of Parliament 
gives the names cof 615. Of these 
three ure “peers of the blood royal,’’ 
two are archbishops and %4 bishops, 
while more than one-half of the total, 
333, are barons, the jowest rank in 
the peerage. Of dukes there are but 
22 and of r_ble earls 124, Scotland is 
represenved in the House of Lordaé 
by sixteen representative peers, who 
are elected for each Parliament. ITre- 
lund elects twenty-eight representative 
peers, who serve for life. One of the 
propositions for retorm is that all 
the lords of the realm be elected on 
their merits as representative men. 


New Bishop In Polynesia. 


Rev. Thomas Clayton Twitchell, vi- 
car of All Hallows, East India Docks, 
London, has been nominated by the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, acting in 
conjuction with the Bishop of Lon- 
don, to fill the post of missionary 
bishop in.

SOW'NG FLAXSEED. 


The proper Quantity of Flaxseed and 
When to Sow—Prof. Saun- 
ders’ Revort. 

In a builetin on flaxseed issued in 
April, 1908, by the Dominion Experi- 
mental Farm, Prof. Saunders says: 

“The production of flaxseed in Ca- 
nada has not yet been sufficient to 
meet the demands of the oil mills 
Hence large quantities are imported 
from the United States end from Ar- 
gentina. Besides this « large quan- 
tity of linseed oil is imported which 
could be profitably made here if the 
crop of home grown seed were suffi- 
ciently large. The Canadian govern- 
ment has, in the interests of agricul- 
ture, imposed a duty of ten cents per 
bushel on flaxseed, and as long as the 
demand so largely exceeds the supply 
there is a great inducement to farm- 
ers to take up the sowing of flax on 
a large scale. 

“Judging from the crops produe- 
ed and the quality of the seed grown 
it is evident that the conditions of 
the North West provinces of Canada 
are favorable for the production cf 
flaxseed. As in the United States, 
the greatest development of this in- 
dustry is in the North West. Tn 
that country, with its annual product 
varying from twenty-five to nearly 
thirty million bushels, North Dakota 
produces about one-half of’ the en- 
tire crop, while if the product of 
South Dakota and Minnesota be add- 
ed these three states contribute more 
than three-fourths of the total pro- 
duction.” 

Prof. Saunders says: ‘‘Experiments 
made at the experimental farms at 
Brandon and Indian Head, using 40 
Ibs and 80 Ibs of seed per acre, seem 
to indicate that when flax is sown for 
seed only, the sowing of Ibs to the 
acre does not always oduce 50 
heavy a crop as when 80 Ibs. is sown. 
The yield of seed obtained from the 
four year tests at Brandon show an 
average difference of 23 lbs. per acre 
in favor of the 80 Ibs. of seed, while 
at Indian Head the heavier sowing 
has increased the crop to the extent 
of 2% bushels per acre. These ex- 
periments, however, were conducted 
on land which had been under crop 
for several years, and this may have 
made some difference in the results. 
On new breaking the general opinion 
drawn from experience is that 40 Ibs. 
of seed per acre is sufficient. With 
regard to the best time for sowing 
in the North West from the middle 
to the end of May is usually recom- 
mended. The seed (selected for sow- 
ing should be plump, well developed, 
of good color and free f

A VISIT TO THE MOON. 


ts Such a Thing Within the Bounds of 
Possibility? 

Can men visit the moon? In any age 
but the present, suys Professor Ernest 
Green Dodge, A. M., this question if 
seriously asked would have been an- 
swered by a chorus of jeers. So far 
beyond the pale of possibilities has the 
visiting of other worlds always ap- 
peared that writers of fiction have 
felt free to treat’ the idea sportively, 
describing thrilling journeys through 
Space in impossible vehicles. 

Nevertheless the thought of explor- 
ing distant planets, pausing en route 
to view the farther side of the moon, 
60 tantalizingly turned from us, is one 
that fires the human imagination most 
profoundly. The worst that can be 
said is that it now looks as difficult to 
us as the crossing of the great Atlantic 
must once have appeared to the naked 
Savage upon its shore. The impossi- 
bility of the savage becatne the tri- 
umpb of Columbus, and the day dream 
of the nineteenth century may become 
the achievement even of the twentieth, 

A body on the earth's equator is 
traveling with the earth's rotation at 
a speed of more than a thousand miles 
an hour. If relieved of gravity it 
would not fly suddenly off, like a can- 
non ball, and disappear into space. For 
several seconds its rise from the sur- 
face of the earth would be so slow 
as to be practically imperceptible ow- 
ing to the small difference between a 
straight tangent line and the earth's 
slow curvature. Gradually, however, 
its apparent upward velocity would 
increase so as to lift it some sixty-five 
yards the first minute and more than a 
hundred miles the first hour. It would 
travel 239,000 miles, the distance be- 
tween the earth and the moon, in ten 
days, and if suitably exposed to the 
earth’s attraction, acting as a brake, 
while screened from ‘that of the moon, 
its landing could be made gentle and 
safe. Strangely enough, the unturning 
attitude of the lunar surface in rela- 
tion to the earth makes the. return 
voyage absolutely impossible save by 
a tedious roundabout journey of many 
months, involving the circumnaviga- 
tion of Mars. 

The query may now arise, “What is 
the moon good for, even if man suc- 
ceeds in ‘reaching it?” ’ 

We know it to be a barren, rocky 
world, without air or moisture, un- 
speakably cold at night and below the 
freezing point even at noon. Howeyer, 
Men could abide there for a time in 
thick walled, air tight houses and could 


‘walk out of doors in air tight divers’ 
‘Suits. © Scientists - find in the 
lunar wastes a fresh field explora- 


tion. Astronomers could. plant their 
telescopes there, free from their most 
serious hindrance, the earth’s atmos- 
phere. Tourists of the wealthy and 
adventurous class would not fail to 
visit the satellite, and costly hotels 
inust be maintained for their accommo- 
dation. Then it is quite probable that 
veins of previous metals, beds of dia- 
monds and an abundance of surphur 
might be discovered on a world of so 
highly volcanic a character. 

The foregoing may seem filled with 
“the stuff that dreams are made of,” 
yet most of the assertions are based 
on the hard facts of mathematics and 
physics. History is not always: pare 
ticular to follow the precise path laid 
out for it by prophets, yet in the long 
run it never fails to achieve larger 
things than the seer dared to predict. .

TO GIVE A DINNER. 


Ww Thoughtfully Arranged Can Be 
Served Without Maid. 

A young housekeeper who wants to 

give a dinner and dreads to because 
in her simple home there is no servant 
will find the solution quite easy if 
thoughtful arrangements are previous- 
ly made. For instance, by wearing 
the prettiest of silk or cotton frocks 
she may receive her guests with the 
assurance that all is well and by ex- 
cusing herself only a few minutes be- 
fore the time appointed for dinner may 
put on a well cooked and daintily serv- 
ed meal, 
' To do this successfully not more than 
four guests should be present. Six 
persons at the table are quite enough 
to manage, A few enjoy themselves 
more and conversation is general. 

To select a menu which can be cook- 
ed and stand without detriment is half 
the battle. Everything should be of a 
kind that can be prepared beforeband. 
It is also to be remembered that many 
courses are not good form under such 
conditions, Of course if the hostess 
can get a maid for the occasion and 
it is not necessary for the former to 
leave her place during the meal addi- 
tions may be added to the menu, but 
when it is a matter of the woman who 
is doing the entertaining, changing the 
plates, etc., she should keep the meal 
a simple one, 

Whatever the dishes selected, they 
must be of a kind that can be pre- 
pared in the afternoon, and the young 
housekeeper must expect to spend the 
greater part of that day in the kiteben, 
no matter how plain her dinner is to 
be. Vegetables should be peeled, mash- 
ed and ready to drop in the pot at a 
moment's notice. If a woman makes 
a kind that can be cooked and heated 
again, so much the better. Double 
boilers are a boon when there is no 
cook, for the things will cook slowly 
in the bath, and by renewing the water 
as it boils away the vegetables or savce 
may stand indefinitely without fear of 
burning. 

Salad leaves should be torn apart, 
washed and arranged in the bowl or 
plates on which they are served. Grape 
fruit makes a delicious course and one 
quite simple to serve because it is pre- 
pared and put in dishes hours, if need 
be, before the meal, 

Broiled or fried foods should never 
be attempted by a hostess who is her 
own cook, for either necessitates stand- 

\ ing over the stove until the last min- 
ute, . 


END OF CATTLE-DRIVING, 


Irishmen'’s Pastime Given Its Death. 
Blow by Hierarchy. 
Cattie-driving has, at any rate for 
the present, ceased to be a force in 
frish politics. The deal between the 
Chief Secretary and the Roman Catho- 


lie hierarchy over the  state-aided 
Catholic University bill inaugurated 
the “give Birrell a chance’ cam- 
paign, and, as a natural corollary, 


cattle-driving was scotehed. A Unit- 
od Irish League, executive meeting 
has given it its death-blow. 

Prior to the meeting it was an open 
secrét that the future of cattle-driving 
was to be discussed. The local league 
organ, devoted columns of space ta 
the subject, and demanded an auth- 
oritative pronouncement from the 
Irish party. 

Mr. Michael Reddy, M.P. for the 
division, traveled from London speci- 
ally to represent Mr. John Redmond 
and his party at the meeting, but. 
strange to say, not a word was said 
about eattle-driving. Why? Because 
Mr. Reddy had a mandate from his 
colleagues that they could no longer 
support it. 


The bishops had publicly disapprov- 


ed of it, and the priests, taking thcir 
cue from their superiors, had de- 
nounced it. as immoral. So the Irish 
party bowed to the inevitable. 
Apart from other considerations, 
cattle-driving has brought about 


state of commercial insecurity and. 


threatened widespread bankruptcy 
that will be felt for the next decade 
at least. Hundreds of farmers are 
practically ruined because they can- 
not get accommodation from the joint 
stock banks. The latter will not lend 
five pounds on security that a couple 
of years ago was good for ten times 
the amount. 

Every local newspaper is full of 
auctions of farms, and the market- 
able value of land has certainly de- 
preciated at least 20 per cent. since 
the beginning of 1907. The merchant, 
the farmer, and the laborer every- 
where have the one complaint, an¢ 
the outlook for the future is black 
indeed. 


DEATH OF SIR H. VINCENT. 


Varied Career of Well-Known British 
Volunteer Officer. 


The death is announced, from Men- 
tone, of Sir Howard Vincent, M.P. for 
the Central Division’ of Sheffield. 
Death, it is stated, was due +o heart 
failure, a weakness which seems to 
be the common lot of the politician, 
and from which Sir Howard had 
long suffered. Sir Howard Vincent 
had lived a particularly strenuous and 
varied life. First a soldier, then a 
barrister, then the Director of Crim- 
inal Investigation for the Metropoli- 
tan Force, it was not until he had 
acquired a very wide knowledge of 
men and affairs that he first entered 
Parliament in 1885 as member for 
the Central Division of Sheffield, 
which he represented ever since. Edu- 
cated at Westminster School and the 
Royal Military College, Sandhurst; Sir 
Howard first embraced the soldier’s 
life, being appointed ensign in the 
23rd Royal Walsh Fusiliers in 1868. 
He retired as lieutenant in 1873. The

military instinct, however, remained 
with him, and after being a captain 


in the Royal Berks Militia, Sir How- 
ard resigned in 1875 to assume the 
command of the Central London Ran- 
ers, whilst in later years his interest 
n the volunteer movement was very 
strong, his connection with the 
Queen’s Westminster Volunteers, to 
which he owed the rank of colonel, 
being a long and honorable one. He 
was mainly instrumental in establish- 
ing the C.I.V.’6 at the time of the 
Boer War. He would himself have 
gone to the front, but at the last mo- 
ment, to his keen disappointment, he 
was refused on medical grounds, it 
peing stated that he was then suffer- 
ing from a heart.affection. Severing 
his military connections in 1875, Sir 
Howard was admitted a barrister in 
1876,, and practiced in the Divorce 
Divisions. His experience here was 
short, for in 1878 he became Director 
of Criminal Investigation, being ap- 
pointed to reorganize the detective 
system of the , Metropolitan Police. 
Sir Howard did not seek Parliamen- 
tary honors until 1885, when, as stated 
above, he was elected for the Central 
Division of Sheffield. Since then he 
has been one of the most active Par- 
liamentarians of his time! Sir How- 
ard was one of the earliest of Tariff 
Reformers.. He was knighted by the 
late Queen in 1886, and created a 
Companion to the Bath und a K.C, 
M.G., whilst he was also a Knight to 
the Orders of the German Crown, and 
of the Crown of Ling b He was also 
a Commander of the Legiow of Honor.

An amazing case of a young man 
who has lived twenty-four years as a 
gtrl has just come to light in Essex, 
The case is not one of a masquerade. 
lt is a most extraordinary one of a

CRIMINAL APPEAL CASE. 


New Act of Parliament In Force tn 
England. 


The new Criminal Appeal Act has 
just come into force, and with it a 
great deal of complicated legal mach- 
inery. The court will consist of the 
Lord Chief Justice and eight judges 
of the King’s Bench: Division. ‘Not 
less than three judges may form a 
quorum, and the act ordains that the 
court shall sit in London, “except in 
cases where the Lord Chief Justice 
gives special directions that it shall 
sit at some other place.” Into this 
act will be merged the old Court of 
Crown Cases Reserved. There is no 
doubt that the new act will add tre- 
mendously to our legal business, for 
a person convicted on indictment may 
appeal 

(a) Against his conviction on any 
ground of appeal which involves a 
question of law alone; 

(b) On any ground which involves a 
question of fact alone, or a question 
of mixed law and fact, or any other 
ground which appears to the court 
ta han a suflicient ground of appeal; 
an 

(c) On the leave of the Court of 

Criminal Appeal against the sentence 
passed on his conviction, unless the 
sentence is one fixed by law. 
In furtherance of the sections of the 
act it will be necessary for the at- 
tendance of an expert shorthand writ- 
er in every court in London and the 
country before which indictments are 
tried, to take down the evidence at 
length.
